BATTLE OF BALTINGLASS 


S ONE WHO has always followed with interest the progress 

of women in their various careers, public and otherwise, 
I have been watching with baited breath the outcome of a 
battle of the sexes that has been waged in a little Irish 
village. named Baltinglass, Eire—and anyone knowing the 
Irish knows that when they wage a battle they certainly wage 
it to a fare-you-well. 

This particular fight was over the postmastership, as to 
whether it was to be held by the present incumbent, a woman 
whom the villagers favored, or should go to the man whom the 
postal authorities favored. And before it was over it had 
stormy repercussions in the Irish parliament. 


HOW IT STARTED 

J" ALL STARTED in mid-September, when the government 
decided to move the post office from the old spot in the 

County Wicklow village to a new site across the road, and to 

appoint a Mr. Michael Farrel] postmaster in place of 47-year- 

old Miss Helen Cooke, whose family had run the post office 

since 1880. 

The 800 inhabitants of Baltinglass rose up.in arms when 
the proposed change was announced, rallying to the defence 
of the Cooke tradition. For six days they picketed the post 
office, preventing engineers from transferring the telephone 
cable to Mr. Farrell’s hguse which was to be used as the new 
P.O. The irate villagers, led by a British major-general (re- 
tired), defied the seven policeman, one sergeant and a super- 
intendent. In the meantime, an invading force from a nearby 
village, came into the fray on Farrell's side, 


TAKEN TO PARLIAMENT 

THE MATTER became so serious that it was*brought up in 
the Eire parliament...While Miss Cooke and a delegation 

of her Baltinglass supporters watched from the gallery, a 

deputy questioned the Minister of Posts and Telegraphs about 

the propdsed appointment of a man to her job, challenging 

the action. 

When the minister rose to reply, bedlam broke out. Cheered 
on by the Baltinglass contingent, the deputy accused the min- 
ister of Other deputies shouted across the chamber 
and exchanged blows; shrill cries of “Police, police!’ ‘were 
heard.

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. Production Is The Answer 


E BEST REMEDY FOR RISING 

prices, says the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association in a letter to Mr. 
St. Laurent, is the production of more 
goods. This should be obvious enough 
but how many people realize it? 

Prices are only paper indicators of 
physica] facts. When they drop they in- 
dicate that the physical goods in produc- 
tion are greater than the public’s pur- 
chasing power. When they rise they in- 
dicate that purchasing power tempor- 
arily exceeds the supply of goods. And 
when some prices rise and some fall the 
faithful. indicator tells the productive 
machine what particular goods the public 
wants in greater quantity and what goods 
it wants in smaller quantity. 

In every Canadian household prices 
are blamed for the present high cost of 
living but it would be just as sensible to 
blame’ the barometer for a~stormy day. 
As the barometer records changes in the 
physical climate, prices record changes 
in the economic climate. 

Our trouble at present is that we have 
more purchasing power than goods to 
satisfy it and presently will have still 
less goods as they are channeled out 
of consumption into weapons Under 
these conditions prices are bound to 
rise as surely as the needle of the ba- 
rometer changes with the weather. For 
the Government to attempt to control 
prices without touching the cause of 
prices would be as futile as trying to 
stop a Pacific gale by tampering with the 
instruments in Gonzales Observatory. 


The basic cause of high prices being 
shortages of goods in relation to the 
public demand for them, the nation’s 
greatest economic need today is to pro- 
duce more goods. Every policy in gov- 
ernment, in. management and in the 
labor unions which discourages - produc- 
tion inevitably raises prices. At this 
time, more thar ever, government, man- 
agement and labor should consider 
whether their actions are designed to in- 
crease or retard production. Examina- 
tion will.show that throughout the struc- 
ture of North American industry produc- 
tion is being retarded by various public 
and private practices. It is the consum- 
ers, the vast, unorganized mass of North 
Americans, who pay for these practices 
in the prices which reflect them. 

The industrial machine of America is 
now producing more goods than ever but 
as still more-money. is in circulation we 
have inflation. The productive capacity 
of America can ‘ e increased still further. 
It was virtually doubled during the last 
war. While the task will be more diffi- 
cult now—since we lack the idle re 
sources of manpower and machinery 
which could be quickly mobilized in 1939 

America can vastly expand its output 
of goods by higher éfficiency, by the 
ful! use of the machine, by the con- 
struction of better machines and by 
working harder If we do not work 
harder we shal] have to live harder be- 
cause we shall have to get along with 
an unnecessarily small supply of goods 
at higher prices. 


Cost Of Survival Going Up 


ACCORDING TO. THAT RELIABLE 
“_reporter,..Mr...Kenneth Wilson, of 
The Financial Post, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment realizes” that its billion-doHar 
defence budget for the next fiscal year 
will be quite inadequate. It will have 
to be increased, Mr. Wilson thinks, by 
50. per cent during the 12 months start- 
ing April 1 next. 

Even then it would-be far below the 
United Statesbudget in proportion to 
our Canadian resources. The United 
States is proposing to spend $42 billions 
on defence in al] forms out of a gross 
national production which totaled $270 
billions in 1950, but the defence budget 
is rising by the hour and may well reach 
or exceed $50 billions in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. Thus the United States 
will devote nearly 20 per cent of its 
entire wealth to defence, whereas a 
Canadian defence budget even raised to 
$1.5 billions would represent about nine 
per cent of our national production, now 
running at the rate of $17.5 billions per 
year. 

The fnadequacy of the present billion- 


dollar —Canadian defence - budget _is 
shown by a single figure. It would pro- 
vide equipment and establishment for an 
addition ef only 12,000 men to the armed 
services, Mr. Wilson says. This rather 
staggering fact is explained by figures 
which Mr.. Claxton submitted to the 
recent Domin provincial conference. 
The cost of enlisting, feeding, housing 
and. equipping an extra man in the Air 
Foree, says Mr. Claxton, is $20,000 a 
year. For a single recruit to the Navy 
the annua] cost is $14,000, for the Army 
$11,000 in armoured units and $7,350 in 
the infantry. 


Those who imagine that the defence 
budget can be long held at even $1.5 bil- 
lions (if we are to have anything like 

lefence) should ponder such 
"hose who imagine we can 
gher taxes merely because Mr. 
Abbott has a comfortable revenue sur- 
plug at the moment, before the real bill 
has come in, should look ahead a year 
or so. In Canada we have burely begun 
yet to fee] the cost of survival in this 
kind of world.

Monroe Upside Down 


THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT, 

according to Indian delegates at the 
United Nations, is talking of its Monroe 
Doctrine for Asia. This, as a prairie 
paper notes, is the ultimate caricature 
of history. 

President Monroe’s famous dictum 
asserted that the nations of America 
“are henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by any 
European power.” By this Doctrine the 
United States did not attempt to conquer 
any neighbor. It guaranteed to defend 
all neighbors from overseas attack 

The Chinese Government, lin its. ver 
sion of the Doctriné, is presently engaged 
in conquering Korea and Tibet and 
assailing Indo-China, If the United States 
had interpreted the Doctrine in the same 
fashion it would have conquered the 
whole western hemisphere by this time. 

Nevertheless, caricatured and stood 
on its head, the Monroe Doctrine for 


Asia has a powerful propaganda appeal. 
The Japanese knew that when they 
created the Southeast Asia Co-prosperity 
Sphere and proclaimed the slogan of 
“Asia for the Asiatics.” By one of those 
ironic twistg of history the Chinese, long 
Japan’s enemies, have inherited the 
Japanese slogan and are using it with 
success. And by a further irony they 
are using it the very moment when the 
white man, in India, Indonesia, the 
Philippines and Japan itself is handing 
back his Asiatic colonies to the Asiatics. 

As a colonizer, exploiter and superior 
the white man is clearly through in 
Asia He can remain there only as a 
friend and equal. This is the policy of 
the great western nations but they have 
been slow to make the Asiatic under- 
stand. Meanwhile Communism uses the 
name of an American President who 
opposed aggression anywhere to justify 
it everywhere.

Loose Ends

URING the Cariboo gold rush a 
professional card sharper was haled 
before Judge Begbie who squeaked from 
the bench: “Fined $50.” To this the 
- prisoner replied: 
“That’s all right, judge, 
I've got $50 in my hip 
pocket.” And the judge 
added: “And six 
months in jail, Have 
you got that in your 

hip pocket?” 
Of course you have 
heard that story. 
Everyone has. But ob- 
serve how it has 
grown, _ proliferated 
and spread to the dimensions of a uni- 
versal American myth—British Colum- 
bia's unique gift to American mythology. 
Some 20 years ago the late Mr. Jus- 
tice Murphy of the B.C. Supreme Court 
and a native of Cariboo was asked to 
make a speech to a gathering of lawyers 
in Portland. Not knowing what to say, 
he consulted his old friend, Mr. Harry 
Pooley, the uncrowned king of the king- 
dom of Esquimalt, who had known Beg- 
bie well three score years ago. Mr. 
Pooley told Judge Murphy the story of 
the card sharper and Judge Murphy told 
it in Portland. A week later Mr. Pooley 
was listening to his radio and heard the 
story repeated by a lawyer in Nevada. 
Begbie’s remark to the prisoner was 
attributed to a local American judge 

in Colorado. 


BEFORE long half the judges of Amer- 

ica were credited with Begbie’s me- 
morable. verdict, Presently most judges 
began to imagine that they must have 
said it themselves. Even Cordell Hull, 
Roosevelt's Secretary of State, is under 
the impression that he originated the 
tale when he was a small-time judge 
in Tennessee. In his memoirs Mr. Hull 
repeats the incident in full with himself 
as the hero of it, though he confesses 
that he does not remember the details 
very well, 


THUS Begbie, a citizeri of Victoria, has 

marched across a continent though 
few North Americans have ever heard 
of. him. This is gratifying since Canada 
has provided few continental myths. The 
only other one I can think of at the 
moment is the story of the boy in the 
iron pot. 

It is repeated. from.time to time in 
some newspaper paragraph from any 
part of America, A-smal] boy has thrust 
his head into one of those tron recep- 
tacles which used to be part of phe furni- 
ture of every bedroom. He cannot extri- 
cate himself, wanders blindly about in 
his iron prison until it is removed by 
a plumbér with a hacksaw. ° 


THE facts, which I have laboriously re- 

searched, are simple enough. A boy 
named Winkle of Niagara Falls discov- 
ered in an attic a pot of antique de- 
sign, festooned with pink roses, a pot 
of very superior quality, which he wore 
on his head .as a. helmet.and.could not 
remove. It was once the property of 
Genera] Brock, who died heroically at 
Queenston Heights and, as a family heir- 
loom, had been presented to him by his 
aunt in England. 

Now it is the property of the Ameri- 
can myth makers. Nameless boys spring 
up from New York to San Francisco 
all wearing their curious headdress, all 
staggering, blind, to a plumber’s shop. 


Hus good Canadian myths are in- 

stantiy appropriated by the Ameri- 
cans for myths cannot be copyrighted. 
Lately I observe that the true story of 
Robert Dunsmuir going to sleep in 
the woods near Wellington, Vancouver 
Island, and waking up to find himself 
on a seam of coal and thus becoming 
the richest man in Canada, is now being 
told in American papers and soon will 
be told of every coal baron south of the 
border. All will awake shortly. on a seam 
of coal. We cannot expect to retain the 
authentic Dunsmuir story for ourselves 
much longer. 


‘UCH tales are too big, significant 

and true for the possession of any 
single nation. They belong to humanity 
and to the ages. And, distorted beyond 
recognition, they are more durable than 
the truth. 


Just as William Herndon, Lincoln’s 
early law partner, invented and launched 
upon the world absurd anecdotes of the 
President which will endure long after 
the truth has been forgotten so, we may 
be sure, judges of the future, through- 
out the world, will be fining insolent 
prisoners and adding a sentence of six 
months in jail, and boys in,iton pots 
wil] stalk forever through the history 
of remote nations as yet unborn. Canada 
will get no credit for these legends. 

From each of the three myths men- 
tioned above emerges a profound and 
universal truth which the makers of the 
myth never suspected. 


N BEGBIE’S fit of anger among the 

gold miners of Cariboo we perceive 
the majesty of the law and the basic 
fact of all society—that no individual 
can long challenge the power of society 
as a whole. 

General Brock’s iron receptacle, impris- 
oning.a boy’s head, is immediately under- 
stood by the public because it repre 
sents, in peculiarly vivid form, the per- 
petuet imprisonment of humanity in a 
larger pot which we call this lifeon 
earth; every man knows that his head 
is always in a pot, and every thoughtful 
man knows that our whole civilization 
is today more firmly imprisoned than 
ever in a receptacle contrived by the 
artisans of the Kremlin. It is, indeed, 
the age of the iron pot, which may not 
be removed. without the use of atomic 
explosives. 


(THE STORY of Dunsmuir asleep on his 
hoard of black treasypre is also under- 


stood for the ‘truth which ff unconsciously * 


tells us—the vagaries, uncertainties and 
absurdities of human existence and na- 
ture’s careless way of . scattering its 
largess among men.

DETERMINING AGE 

In the illustrated folder, published 
and distributed by the B.C. Government 
Travel Bureau, describing Petroglyph 
Park at Nanaimo, it is stated that “The 
Hepburn Stone”, the stone carving dis- 
covered in 1923 and now preserved at the 
Bastion, has been estimated to have 
been carved as long as 15,000 years ago. 

However, in the article by Watson 
Davis in the magazine section of Sat- 
urday’s Times, a new method of dating 
archaeological remains was devised in 
1950. Under this method of measuring 
the proportion of radioactive carbon re- 
maining in an organic object, the anthro- 
pologists have found the Folsom Man 
to be only about 4,300 years old instead 
of the 10,000 to 20,000 years previously 
attributed. 

Mr. Davis writes, “Woven rope sandals 
from a lava-covered Oregon cave were 
found by the radiocarbon atomic calendar 
to be the oldest articles associated with 
man in the Americas—9,000 years old.” 

While the radiocarbon test probably 
cannot be used to determine the date of 
carving of the “Hepburn Stone,” possibly 
organic remains might be found at the 
same level, a depth of 22 feet, and thus 
it could be learned whether or not the 
carving was made at a date prior to the 
making of the rope sandals found in 
Oregon.

Tweedsmuir-Park 
And Hydro Plans 


PARKS men, with an eye ,on proposed 

hydro development for an aluminum 
industry centred at Kitimat, see two 
possibilities for Tweedsmuir Park, the 
natura] reserve containing the lakes and 
rivers that would be utilized to provide 
power. 

Through co-operation, and at some 
public expense, they envisage a vastly 
improved recreational region, accessible 
to the public without the high personal 
costs entailed under present conditions. 
Without co-operation, they fear the 
region could be spoiled by a wasteland 
of snags rising from the water at the 
point where visitors would enter or leave 
the scenic area. 

The accent is definitely on the more 
favorable picture.. At present 100 to 
200 people go into Tweedsmuir Park 
annually. It’s an expensive journey. 
With adequate development, of joint 
value to the aluminum interests and the 
public, roads would make access rela- 
tively easy. 

SHORELINE PROBLEM 

Scenic losses would be confined 
largely to lake shorelines where water 
was raised. 

In the sections over which the water 
would flow is a substantial amount of 
forest growth, some of it merchantable 
timber. Should Government parks 
policy permit selective logging, returns 
from such commercial operations would 
help defray the costs of the lakeshore 
clearing. 

The marginal fringe is the main 
cause of concern. If provision were 
made to cut down standing timber 
the scenery would be virtually unim- 
paired. Rising water levels would elimi- 
nate what is known as the Grand Canyon 
of the Nechako and would reduce the 
falls between Tetachuck,Lake and Euchu 
Lake to a negligible height. But these 
are considered expendable. 

Whether or not timber concerns 
would be prepared to log specified sec- 
tions in the way the parks ‘department 
wanted it to be logged is a question 
which only time and a policy decision by 
the Government can answer. 

Some shake-up would occur in wild- 
life. That, experts believe, can be over- 
come through scientific conservation. 

On the constructive side of the issue 
is the probability of greater park use. 
Some of Tweedsmuir would be reserved 
as a wilderness park—a place where & 
person could get far, far away from “it 
all. Other sections woulda be~ brought 
within reach of the less rugged or less 
wealthy individual, 

ROADS 

Creation of the latter condition would 
depend on roads, It's possible to drive, 
with the help of a ferry, to Ootsa Lake 
from which the boat trips start, now, 
but the route must be improved. 

From a layman's point of view, the 
prospect seems to represent the differ- 
ence between holding in its virgin state 
a beautiful section of country which 
one in every 5,000. British Columbians. 
sees in part each year, or of opening 
it up. so that at least the people of 
centres of population close to Tweeds- 
muir could go in and enjoy themselves. 

The virtue of that argument is not 
lost on officials of the department con- 
cerned. They know that the most beau- 
tiful park in the world is valueless it 
no one sees ‘t. And they know, too, 
that to preserve Tweedsmuir as one of 
the most beautifuj parks of its kind in 
the world, close co-operation is required 
between them and hydro-development in- 
terests.

Ottawa Plans 
To Take Action 
On Hoarding 


OTTAWA (CP)—The govern- 
ment is prepared to move in on 
hoarders of strategic materials, 
but it won’t operate through any 
specific anti-hoarding legislation, 

Officials said Thursday the 
means of hitting out at hoarders 
will be through the Essential 
Materials Act. § 

This legislation, passed at the 
last session of Parliament, gives 
Trade Minister Howe extensive 
power to control prices and allo- 
cations of any materials needed 
in Canada’s expending defence 
effort. 

Officials added it will be used 
against speculators if they are 
found to be gathering huge 
stocks of scarce materials to gain 
big profits. ane 

If those items are needed for 
defence, officials said, Mr. Howe 
will be able to force the specu- 
lator to turn over. his stocks to 
the government or transfer them 
to some company at whatever 
prices Mr. Howe may consider 
“reasonable.” 

So far such steps have not 
been necessary. Canadian indus 
try has been on the watch for 
speculative excessive stockpiling 
by individual firms. 

“The average Canadian manu- 
facturer takes a dim view of 
'hoarding,” officials said.

The most powerful weapon tn 
the fight against inflation is gen- 
erally supposed to be a stiff 
increase In the+income tax, But 
the test of efficiency must be 
that any income tax increases 


shall, penalize spending and re- 
ward seving. 


Such a criterion would rule out 
drastic —inereases~ in” corporate 
taxes, especially excess profits 
taxes, tend to encourage waste in 
management; and, in addition, 
excess profits taxes are arbitrary 
in their impact and inflationary 
in their final effect. 


The personal income 
itself a biunt. instrument 
may hit spenders and savers 
alike; nevertheless it may prove 
to be the only weapon with suf- 
ficlent power to check spending, 
even though in the process some 
saving is hit as well.

To nilfiimize these faults, and 
to ensure fairness, I would sug- 
gest that any increase in income 
tax burdens should recognize: 
(1) that an effective attack upon 
inflationary spending can only be 
made by broadening the tax base 
through lower personal exemp- 
tions; (2) that equity demands 
the vigorous reduction of income 
tax evasion, now all too apparent 
outside the fixed wage and salary 
group; (3). that equity and effi- 
ciency alike demand the exemp- 
tion from income tax, wherever 
possible, of the bona fide saving 
of the public In its simplest 
form, this might include the lim- 
ited exemption of insurance pre- 
miums and of net purchases of 
savings bonds over the year. 


I am aware that to implement 
the third suggestion may be work 
for a genius in political and so- 
cial invention; but, if so, we 
should be looking for him. Other- 
wise, as tax rates rise, the blunt 
instrument of the income tax 
may become a dangerous and 
perverse weapon. that penalizes 
saving even more than it pen- 
alizes spending. 


The fallure to exempt saving 
when Income taxes are very high 
will not only reduce their power 
to prevent inflation in the short 
run, but may in the long run 
prove a positive danger to de- 
mecracy itself. The extremes of 
“left” and “right” in the world 
today are mediated in the great 
democracies by a strong middle 
class. It would be a tragedy in- 
deed if democracy should perish 
because, In the supposed interest 
of its own defence, it liquidated 
this guardian of democratic insti- 
tutions.

“Perhaps we should not ignore the 
possibility that, having failed to 
realize their hopes of capitalist col- 
lapse through post-war depression, 
the Communists are now trying to 
engineer capitalist collapse through 
the inflationary pressure of a con- 
tinuous armaments boom, But once 
the required amount of armaments 
expansion has been determined, the 
inflationary problem created by that 
expansion must somehow be met. 


“AS a means to this end I should 
like once more to emphasize. the 
moral and economic obligati¢i of 
democratic governments to maintain 
ordinary expenditures at the lowest 
Possible level. If democratic govern- 
ments fall to meet this obligation, 
they will in effect be giving a meas- 
ure- of aid and comfort to the 
enemy. At this stage, the most im- 
portant weapon In the whole arsenal 
of war controls is the control of 
ordinary government expenditure. 


“Emphatically, the price of our 
safety is not only the expenditure of 
vastsums provided by savings and 
taxes, but eternal vigilance over the 
usés to which these funds are put.
